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Types of Divorce 



Uncontested 

The easiest and least complicated divorce is an uncontested divorce. When the two parties can 
come to an agreement on all of the issues, it is truly an uncontested divorce. If there is 
community property, both parties must agree on how to divide the property. If there are 
children, then the parties must agree on all issues concerning the children. 

Contested Without Minor Children 

The only real issue in these types of divorces is the division of property. An attorney will review 
the couples assets and classify them to determine the value of the community estate. Most 
courts will require the couple to attempt to come to an agreement. If an agreement is not 
reached, then it is up usually up to the judge to make a fair and equitable division of the 
community estate. 

Contested With Minor Children 

When children were born during the marriage, even if the child's father is not the same as the 
husband, the divorce must also dispose of any issues dealing with the children. The more 
parties are involved the more complex the case becomes. 



CHILD CUSTODY 

Child Custody issues are the most sensitive in family law. It is critical that you hire an attorney to help 
you through the court proceedings. 
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Expunction vs. Non-Disclosure 
Expunction 

An expunction of a criminal charge from your record forces all agencies and companies to 
destroy all evidence of your arrest and criminal charge. 

Do you want to have all record of your arrest erased? Is a case that was dismissed still ruining 
your job prospects? Did you go to trial and were acquitted? With a few exceptions, you are 
likely eligible for an expunction. If you are, Texas requires all government agencies and private 
companies to completely erase all records associated with your arrest and prosecution. 

Non-Disclosure 



A non-disclosure will allow you to deny that you were arrested. Did you make a big mistake and 
decide to own up to it? If you have successfully completed Deferred Adjudication for a 
misdemeanor or a felony you may be eligible for a non-disclosure. Even though a person that 
successfully completes a deferred adjudication does not have a final conviction, the arrest and 
charge will still appear on their criminal record. An employer that runs a criminal background 
will know you were charged and had it dismissed by completing a deferred adjudication. 

You worked hard to complete your deferred adjudication, now take the final step to keep most 
non-governmental agencies from discovering that you were ever arrested and charged with a 
crime.

A non-disclosure of a criminal charge from your record only 
requires that the agencies that have record of the offense to 



not disclose to most private entities inquiring about your 
criminal history. The record is still available to most state 
agencies, including state licensing agencies. As one judge 
states when granting a non-disclosure, "you now have the 
right to lie about your criminal history."
